A Montana Judge Suspended — Advertising

A Stupid Piece of Legisiation. 
From the San Diego Union.) 

The provisions of the amended game 
law, approved by the Governor March 
9th, will not be regarded by the farm- 
ers of Southern California. By the 
first section of this ridicilous statute 
it is made a misdemeanor to “ hunt, 
pursue, take, kill “or destroy” quail 
between the first day of March and 
the first day of October. Under the 
old law quail were protected from the 
15th of March to the 15th of October. 
The new law give§ them a month 
more. Whoever knows anything 
about the game birds of Califorma, 
knows that the pairing and hatchin 
seasons of the quail in the northern nal 
southern parts of the State are very 
different, and that the attempt to make 
the same law apply to Siskiyou and 
San Diego counties is pure nonsense. 
Moreover, the quail in this county, as 
well as in Los Angeles and San Ber- 
nardino, is a more destructive pest to 
farmers than the rabbit, gopher or 
ground squirrel. Whole vineyards 
have been laid waste by them, and 
there are sections of this county where 
the farmers poison them by thousands 
every year. If the members of the 
California Legislature are stupid 
enough to think that the fruit-growers 
and vineyardists are going to sit still 
and see their crops destroyed»because a 
law has been passed to preserve 
game for city sportsmen, they are 
certainly the most unmitigated set of 
donkeys ever sent to Sacramento. If 
it be desirable to protect game any- 
where in the State, the Legislature 
should leave the regulation of the 
subject with the Boards of Supervisors 
of the several counties. The new 
game law can’t be enforced in South- 
ern California. 


Railroad Well.

Several days-ago water was struck 
in the new railroad well which is being 
sunk in the bed of the river about half 
a mile north of town. When they had 
reached the depth of seventy-four feet 
water began to flow in so fast that 
work had to be suspended. The boiler 
and pump used at the-old well was 
taken and put up at “the new one, so 
that nuw the water is heing pum 
out as it flows in and the werk of 
sinking and timbering progresses. 

A huge water tank is to be built a 
few rods west of the depot, and the 
same will be kept constantly filled 
with water forced from the well 
through a pipe by an engine that will 
be put up for that purpose. 

The finding of water in this well is 
another evidence that plenty of water 
can be obtained along the river by 
sinking for 1t.

THE SOUTH COAST. 


. The people, not only of the South 
a Coast country, but of the State gen- 
3 erally, may as well make up their 
minds to the inevitable. A dry year 
is upon us, and we have to look the 
. fact squarely in the face and make 
preparations accordingly. While it is 
altogether probable that further show- 
ers will fall in the present month and 
in April, itis now unlikely that the 
total rainfall for the season will reach 
a sufficient quantity to insure root and 
grain crops against a partial, and in 
many cases a complete failure, in 
many parts of the State. 

Though the reports in detail of the 
condition of the general crops in some 
thirty counties, gathered and published 

last week, were not inthe main dis- 
. couraging, yet more recent information 
from the great grain-growing districts 

in the central part of the State hus a 

gloomy cast. A gentleman just re- 

turned from an extended trip through 

Colusa and other portions of the Sac- 

ramento Valley reports the y.jung 

wheat louking badly in many places, 
and says that no amount of rain, falling 
_ now, will save it or make a grain crop. 

The same is true of the San Joaquin 
. Valley, where the drouth already has 
its grip, and where many fields are re- 
ported to be already looking like a 
desert. 

In thesouthern counties, on the con- 
trary, the outlook, we are glad to be 
able to say, 1s as yet by no means des- 
perate. San Luis Obispo county (says 
the Tribune), especially that section of 
lying near the ocean, shows as fair 

prospects as any county in the State; 
and yet itis admitted there that with- 
out further rainfall it will be impos- 
sible to mature good crops, save in the 
very limited districts where irrigation 
is possible. - 

In Santa Barbara county, as t 
writer ascertained during a personal 
visit from which he has just’ return@#l, 
the young’ grain on -the coast 

_ lands has not yet begun 

suffer, the almost constant fogs of the 

last fortnight having — salva- 
tion. But on the higher &nd dryer 
lands behind the Santa Ynez range, 
away from the ocean, the outlook for 

crops isreported not good, and unless 

more rain comes there must be a se- 

rious failure in that large section of 

the county, which in a good year is 
capable of producing enough grain to 

make bread for the people of a State. 
Coming down the coast into Ven- 

tura county, the growing crops in the 

lower valleys of the Santa Clara and 

‘San Buenaventura rivers were found 
looking generally well, but otherwise 

in the upper Santa Clara,. where, with 

a thin, sandy soil and 4 light rainfall, 

they “peter out’’ early in the season. 

On the high lands of the Ojai Park, as 

well as upon the Conejo Rancho, the 

-  \early-sown grain still looks well, 
aving a good color and generally 
standing thick upon the ground; 

but the late-sown grain, which 

is only just fairly out of the ground, 


will be a total failure without more 
rain. 


Coming into Los Angeles county by 
the old stage road down the coast, the 
> - great grain ficlds of the San Fernando 
valley were found looking uneven and 
amt more or less off color. Some tracts 
look very weil indeed, shcewing a rank 
and vigorous growth; upon others the 
wheat stands thin on the ground, and is 
beginning to turn yellow, while others 
are in a fair way of being taken by the 
‘ weeds. On this side of the Cahuenga 
Pass, however, the crops, with 
the exception of the late-sown, 
look surprisingly well. There is 
to be seen in that direction the best 
stand and the rankest growth of grain 
that we have anywhere noticed in the 
present season ; and evidences of thor- 
j oughculture appear on every hand. 
4 From other parts of Los Angeles 
. county the reports are not unfavora- 
ble. So far the outlook for early- 
sown grain is as good, apparently, 
» in the most favored seasons. 
But, without more rain soon, 
a period of bright, warm weather set- 
ting in now will speedily arrest growth, 
and a full yield cannot be expected. 
Reports from San Bernardino say 
that the crop prospects are’fair, while 
those from San Diego county are dis- 
couraginig, 


To sum up, we think, with the m 


nate if one-third of the grain crop, 
taking the South Coast over, turns out, 
a fair average, and one-third a moder- 
ate hay crop, leaving the remaining 
third of the grain sown a substant'al 
failure. This estimate is based on the 
ig _ supposition that there will be little 
more beneficial rainfall. 

As to late crops, corn, beans, po- 
tatoes, etc., the prospect is podr, as, 
_except on very moist lands, or in irri- 
“gable districts, they cannot be ma- 
tured without more rainfall. In such 
exceptional. spots as Gospel Swamp 
and El Monte, however, corn crops 
will be grown as in other years. 

Of the fruit crop we have more 
hopes. It has been noticed by 
practical observers that in dry 
years many of our fruits, while per- 
haps not yielding so abundantly, are 
of exceptionally fine flavor. This is 
especially true of the grape, and meas- 
urably so of the apricot, bh and sev- 
eral other temperate-clime fruits. This 
will probabiy be a prime raisin year. 

On the whole, therefore, so far as the 
southern counties are concerned, and 
especially Los Angeles, the outlook is 
by no means desperate. The grain 
crop will not be a failure, and we have 
our fruits, our altalfa, and especially 
our irrigable lands, upon which good 
general crops can be raised. A dry 
year is not an unmixedevil. It brings

Naturally, 
a prominent member of the Roman 
Catholic priesthood in this city has, 
been interviewed on the subject of this 
lecture. The gentleman, naturally, 
agrees with Dr. Dix, and claims that 
the Catholic Church has been and still 
is the only conservator of public mor- 
als in this direction. Without nam- 
ing her, he adds that the notorious 
Madame Restell, who committed sui- 
cide at her palatial home on Fifth ave- 
nue a few years since, who left her 
children ~$140,000 in bonds and the | 
house she lived in, who accumulated 
this property by ber success in cover- 
ing up the shame of aealthy married 
and unmarried women by the use of 
both drugs and instruments, this Cath- 
olic priest says that this woman, and 
others of her ilk, are the direct out- 
come of this modein increase of di- 
vorce.
